to Other Large Michigan Municipalities and its ill-effects as it relates to population decline, 

property values, homeownership, tax foreclosures and blight. (Council President Pro-

Tem Mary Sheffield has observed that Detroit’s millage rate is a hindrance to growth, 

home ownership, population retention and wealth generation for most Detroiters. 

Detroit’s property tax millage rate is also more than twice the State average and puts 

Detroit at a competitive disadvantage for retaining and attracting residents and 

competing for new businesses. As a result, Council President Pro-Tem Mary Sheffield 

has requested the Legislative Policy Division (LPD) to prepare an analysis of Detroit’s 

millage rate that compares to other large municipalities and opines of the effects of 

having an exorbitant millage rate in the City. The analysis should include, but not be 

limited to, analyzing the effects on Detroit’s population, property values, home-
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ownership (especially for low-income residents), tax foreclosure and blight. This 

report’s focus is primarily on Detroit’s residential property tax millage rate.)

I normally operate an annual city budget process that involves six months of analysis 

and review. Unfortunately, these proposals were not shared with us as they were 

developed, so the team had to work diligently over the last three weeks to do an 

analysis.)
